About Ice. 


SAN FKAHCIBCO, March 7.— At a meet- 


ing of the railroad commifleioneiB today 
Manager Leeds of the traffic association 
flaid ho could probably aiafat the com- 
mission materially In indicating and 
proving that the present railroad tariff 
was unjoflt and discriminating, and that 
one tariff could be made that would bo 
equivalent to thirty different roads of 
the fltate.

SACHAMENTO, March 7.— The case of 


the People vs. J. D. Smith, who is under 
indictment for tbe murder of Robert 
Allen, was called for trial in Judge Van 
Fleet's court this morning. A. J. Bruner 
Bald he was compelled to ask for a con- 
tinuance on the ground that his associate 
in the defense of Smith, Klwoor Bruner, 
had boon euapoonaed to appear before 
the San Francisco grand jury and is now 
there. Judge Van Fleet consented that 
the case might ^o over until next 
Wednesday.

Robert Mushett alias Brony, who is un- 
der indictment for participation in tho 
same crime was in court. 
It was never the intention to prosecute 


Musbett, the object of his indictment 
being more than anything else to insure 
his attendance at the trial of tbe others, 
Smith, Furlong, Gordon and McKaig. 
It :was Mushett, tho district attorney 
eaid, who had first given information to 
the officers and he had given testimony 
for tho prosecution at the trial of Gordon. 
Judge Van Fleet had an order entered 
thatin accordance with the motion of 
the district attorney the case against 
Muahett was dismissed, but it was fur- 
ther ordered (hat Mushett be detained as 
a witness until further orders of the 
court.

The factories are those of Oahn, Nick- 


elsbarg & Co., Roeenthal & Feder, Por- 
ter, Sleaeinger & Co., United Working- 
men's Boot and Shoe company, Jory 
Bros., Earl & Go., Jones, Orin & Go., 
Nolan Bros,, and Buckingham & Hecht, 
which employed altogether about 120D 
hands. 
The manufacturers decline to state 
whether or not any employes were dis- 
charged as objectionable, but say the 
factories opened with a full complement 
of workmen.

CltAZED MAN. 


After Killing His Wife He Puts au 


End to His Own 


Existence. 


WALLA WALLA, March 7.— At 0.30 this 


morning Theodore Heirtz shot and in- 
stantly killed his wifo and then killed 
nlmself. 


Mrs. Hoirtz left her husband about 


Bister. 


Shortly after 0 this morning the two 


women hoard Ileirtz tapping on tbe win- 
dow. 
He said he wanted to see bis wife, 


who then went to the kitchen door, 
wlilch sbo opened. AH soon as this was 
done Hoirlz seized her arm and pulled 
ler out on the porch and immediately 
shot her,, the bullet entering her left 
side and emerging from tho back below 
;he shoulder. 


Tbe wound was mortal, but Mrs 


Elolrtz held lior footing nnd was shoved 
jy her husband throuKU Ilia back yard 
and into an alley, he ehootingat her once 
on tho way. 
About seven feet from the house she fell 


m her face, when Heirtz fired a bullet 
,nto her back. Thonho shot himself iu 
-heriirht jaw, breaking the bone, clap- 
ng his hand to the wound to prevent 
bleeding. 


Heiftz ran through the yard and across 


,ho common for him a mile, wben he 
ihot himself through the breast, dying 
naido of half an hour. Mrs. Ileirtz 
lived only a few minutes alter falling. 


Heirtz and wife were married about 


bur months ago in Belgium. The couple 
apparently had been contented and 
happy until a letter was received a few 
weeks ago which reported tbat Helrtc 
lad a wife and leven children in Wis- 
consin, 


On hearing this Mrs. Heirtz left him 


and eaid she would not live with him 
again until ho disproved this report. 
Heirtz was a hard working man, owned 


a home and bad several thousand dol- 
lars. He had always been looked upon 
aa a peaceable but eccentric person. It 
s thought he wao crazed by grief. 


A FRUIT MAN'S COMPLAINT, 


A.Hennlngrjcm Denies That His Trees 


are Scaly, 


To tho Editor of Tho RcpnbHcan. 


W.N. Hills, appointed by George 0. 


Roeding as inspector of the horticultural 
commission of Fresno county, called at 
my farm on March 5 and gave notice 
;hat my orchard was infected with scale 
and that it had to be sprayed within 
twenty days from date. 


The orchard is now in full bloom and 


L know tbat it is in good condition. If 
I proceed to spray the trees now I will 
damage tho crop to a great extent. 
Furthermore the inspector cut off two 
tranches which he claimed were badly 
affected with scale and left them at uiy 
louse (I beinj; absent at the time) as a 
lample of how bad the trees were. The 
tranches have no scales upon them. 
What the inspector supposes to be scale 
s simply roughness of the bark. 
I have, together with some of my 


neighbors, carefully examined these 
iranches and can find no scale. 


Mr. Editor, I think that if the trees 


needed spraying, we fruit growers ought 
;o be notified in time, and not after the 
;rees are in bloom and at a time when 
compliance with tho demand of the com- 
mission means to lose most of this sea- 
ion's crop. I further think that Mr. 
Reeding, if he has not the time to attend 
to It personally, ought to appoint a man 
aa his deputy who knows something 
about frnit treea and tbe peata that afflict 
:hem. 


I leave these branches at your office so 
that Mr, Boeding may examine them for 
limself.

Yet Gained By Free Coinage 


Advocates. 


GOLD BUG DEHOCBATS GLOOM V 


The People Will Enow How Party 


Leaders Stand Before the 


Conventions. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.— The free coin- 


age issue will not down, and gentlemen 
of both parties who had been hoping 
that it be postponed until after the elec- 
tions are tonight convinced that the issue 
must be disposed of by the house before 
the date of the national convention. 


Free coinage men of both parties are 


of course highly elated. Gold men in 
the Democratic party are filled with a 
dismal foreboding, while the anti-free 
coinage repreBentatives,|who comprise 35 
per cent of the Republican members in 
tho house are disposed to view the situ- 
ation with complacency. 


The vote today indicated that the 


house will Barely pass the Bland bill. 
80 deceelvely overwhelming was tbe vic- 
tory of the advocates of free coinage it 
was a sifinificant feature of the pro- 
ceedings that on all disputes that arose 
on parliamentary questions the anti-free 
coinage men did most of the talking. 
To one unfamiliar with political meth- 


ods tho conclusion would have been ir- 
resietahle after Us ten ing to the denuncia- 
tion of Speaker Crisp's rulings, to tho 
Impassioned oratory and direful pre- 
dictions of those opposed to the Bland 
bill, that the free coinage men were to 
be swept away in a whirlwind of popular 
indignation, yet when the vote came not 
on the silver resolution alone, but on all 
questions of free coinage, men came to 
the front in an unbroken phalanx, and 
by a vote of over two to one routed their 
opponeuto on the lost and vital proposi- 
tion, that of sotting apart three days for 
tbe confederation of the Bland bill. The 
free coinage men won by the overwhelm- 
ing vote of 190 to 84 . 


WILti DRAW WARRANTS. 


Auditor Bramlett So Expressed 


Htmflelf Yesterday. 


The agitation at the court house has, 


it seerne, been a case of much ado about 
nothing. Auditor Bramlett has decided, 
after a clone examination of the law 
bearing on the subject, that he may is- 
sue salary warrants to tho deputies with- 
out any risk to himself, and would have 
bean willing to issue them yesterday 
had not Treasurer Nelson still bad some 
scruples In tho matter. 
It is probable tbat tbe county treasurer 


will coma to the same conclusion as tho 
auditor, and the deputies may receive 
their pav today. Tho auditor now be- 
lieves that He thu caeo Involving tho 
question of the legality of said payments 
is still pending ho may legally ieauo war- 
runts. 
This conclusion will he received with 


general satisfaction. It Is true that it 
was only the recorder's office that wafi 
panto stricken, but even this caused a 
;reat deal of inconvenience. 
There does not seem to have been any 


irrepressible desire on the part of the re- 
:order's deputies to accept a recent offer 
Eram a prominent citizen to pay their 
salaries, and the change of mind of the 
auditor makes further consideration of 
tbe order unnecessary ; unless, indeed, 
the treasurer should hold out, which is 
not likely. 
Everything is running as smoothly as 


ever in tbe other offices. Some of the 
copyists in the recorder's office returned 
to work yesterday ; the others will prob- 
ably do likewise today.

MASTERLY SPEECH OF THE MEW 


YOBK BOSS. 


He Outlines -His Polity Which Will 


Be at Once Vigorous and 


Foreign. 


An amuBing paper was read before the 


commercial school debating society at 
their meeting a few evenings ago, the 
subject of which was the imaginary 
speech of David B. Hill before the Na- 
tional Democratic convention on the 
imagined occasion of his nomination as 
President. After thanking the conven- 
tion Mr. Hill said : 


Gentlemen— I will win for you.

' And, gentlemen, you may climb etill 
higher, and reach those heights in his- 
tory, those sublime beighto of the past, 
present and future, and yon will eeo the 
one who has mode this great party— the 
man who stands out in hold relief far in 
advance of all other men of his day— you 
know, gentlemen, to whom I refer, and 
you know that as Saul stood head and 
shoulders above the men of hia time, so 
do I stand transcendency above all the 
politicians of this age, or any otber age.

chief, G. H. Walley ae^Gret aanietant in 
place ol Truman Hart, and J. 0. Tron 
*s driver in place of R. E. Wallace. Th 
city marshal was instructed to place th 
fire apparatus of the city into the hand 
of the newly appointed officers. Thii orde 
WKB carried out. and the fact was im 
mediatel telegraphed by insurance rep 
resetitativeB in this city to their pflnc 
pals in Ban Francieco, who will tak 
each action as they may deem that th 
exigencies of the case demand.

The volunteer firemen have ae a matter 
of necessity appealed to the courts for 
protection, bat in tho meantime the ef- 
fect on the department can not be other- 
wise than demoralizing. That a dirty 
political fight should bavo been made 
Against a body of men, composed of the 
members of both political parties, who 
donate their •ervlcoa to the city, is in- 
comprehensible except from the point of 
view that it ia made by a band of schem- 
ers and conspirators to whom tho public 
good is nothing in comparison to their 
eel Beh end?. 


It is with no purpose to merely engage 


in an unseemly contest with this con- 
temptible triangle that the firemen will 
contest for their rights in the courte, but 
with the firm conviction thid every act 
of the triangle in this matter hae beoi 
illegal and without authority of Jaw or 
justice, they will appeal to the courts for 
the piotoction which the law guarantees 
them.

mill ditch was a Borious menace to tbe 
health of the people and asking tbe 
council to order it filled up or flushed. 


City Attorney Terry explained the 


status of tl>e case and said that tbe state- 
ment on tbe motion for a new trial would 
be hoard next Monday. 


"All proceedings are stayed," ho con- 


tinued, "and I havo no doubt that the 
court next Monday will deny tho motion 
Tor a new trial. If tbe judge decides 
that the appeal does not stay execution 
of tbe judgment I will have the sheriff 
Till up that ditch at the exponse of the 
Fresno Canal and Irrigation company. 
Tho ditch has been declared a nuisance 
and if any of tbo property holders will 
ail up the ditch I don't think they will 
be liable criminally, and I know that 
;hoy will be acquitted in any criminal 
aroceeding." 


Fahey euegeBted that tbo 
trustees 


order -10 or 50 barrels of line dumped 
into the ditch to kill the cholera germs. 


THE man SCHOOL BONDS. 


A petition was read asking that the 


trustees Bell the high school bonds and 
pay such com mission as might be neces- 
sary to find a pnrchflsser, 


Fahoy said that the matter had been 


already 
thoroughly "diskissed ' and 


asked for the opinion of the city at- 
torney. 


Mr. Terry said: "Of course you gen- 


tlemen havo control of the general fund 
of tbe city and von can vote to pay a 
commission, Tho very act under which 
these bonds were voted says they shall 
bo sold only at par and that there shall 
be no discount on them. 
It seemu to 


me tbat if yon would take the money out 
of tbo general fund and pay $4000 or 
$5000 as a premium to float these bonds 
you would bo doing in one way what the 
law prohibits you to do in another way. 
Therefore I don't think you can pny a 
premium on these bonds. You miiet 
not sail theue bonds at a discount and 
that is what you wonld bo doing if yon 
paid a commission." 


Mr. Church naked for a report from 


tbo president with reference to the state- 
ment made by Marcus Pollasky that be 
had already sold the bonds and that he 
had one of thorn locked up in bis eafe. 


Cole said that he bad no knowledge 


that Pollasky had sold any ol the bonds, 
and stated tbat Polluky had never 
claimed any commltsion from any of the 


members of the council. "J have a re- 
ceipt for one of thew bonds; it ia a 
blank bond not signed." 


The city attorney.. Mitl that the un- 


signed bond waa of no more value than 
a blank sheet of paper. 
"Pollasky al- 


leges that the city made a contract with 
him to Bell the bondi and he baa com- 
menced suit for $2500 commleeion, and X 
filed a specific denial to tho complaint. 
Neither Mr. Cole nor any other member 
of thie board will authorize him to sell 
the bonds. 


Professor Ueaton addressed the coun 


cil and urged them to carefully consider 
the question before reaching a decision* 
" Under the act of the legislature ad. 


ditional territory has been added to the 
city of outlyinK districts. This district 
is legally formed, but by an oversight of 
the last legislature there must be no way 
of paying the bonds. Thin board cannot

lu all the markets of the 


world bonds are both bought and sold 
upon commission, and it seems tome 
that unluBS there is an expressed statu- 
tory prohibition this board can pay a 
commission for selling the bonds.

injunction suit. 


Mr. Church suggested that there would

AS UNSAVORY REMINISCENCE.
